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Louisiana Trades with the World

USH Louisiana, busking astride the Mis- 
sissippi Delta, faces south on the Gulf 
of Mexico. Set thus on a great-world 

trade noute, she was born to barter. 

On a map the Mississippi River system 
looks like a tree, whose roots fan out to form 
its marshy Delta, Big limbs are the Missouri, 
Ohio, Arkansas, Red, and other tributaries, 
Cities as iar apart as Pittsburgh, Omaha, and 
New Orleans haul freight on the flood. 

Linked with the Intraconstal Waterway 
(which ties Texas to Florida), this net gives 
Louisiana access to nearly 15,000 miles of 
navigable inland and costal waterways! 

What with railways and truck lines, these 
rivers and canals make paths for men and 
goods-moving betwien the rich, factory-dotted 
Midwest and globe-girdling sea lanes that run 
in and out of the busy Gulf, 

There's nothing new about this trade route. 
It’s just busier. Coonskin-capped Kentuckt 
ams sent fatbnats loaded with flour, live pigs, 
and cattle down the Ohio and Mississippi as 
early as 1782, 

Pioneer St. Louis traders floated furs, venl- 
son hams, and Jead for bullets down to New 
Orleans, swapping them for weapons, axes, 
wild-animal traps, and drugs, even perfumery, 
silks, andl musical instruments. 

Later the first locomotives used on Mirwest 
rails came from the Atlantic coast, through 
the Gulf and up the Mississippi. 

City That Care Forgot 

Today New Orleans is one of our busiest 
ports. It's not exactly a seaport, for it stands 
110 miles up the Mississippi from the Gulf, 
{See map supplement to this issue.) But 
oconn-going craft easily reach il, and many 


goon to Baton Rouge, farther upstream. 

To the Deep South New Orleans is a cen- 
ter of wealth, culture, and social leadership. 
To hosts of travelers it is the “city that care 
forgot,” Mecca for honeymooners and pleasure 
seekers. 

Most Louisiana visitors rash straight for 
New Orleans. They're eager to see Mardi 
Gras, taste French food, prowl noisy night 
spots, outsmart Royal Street antique ‘dealers, 
or swap blithe banter with Creole maids wha 
sell perfumes and pralines and play accordions 
in Bourbon Street cafes. 

“America’s most interesting city.” That"s 
what many insist. When I dined in the old 
French Quarter at the “Court of the Two 
Sisters” and heard Louisiana historian James 
J.-A. Portier recount its melodramatic past, 1 
‘too felt its romantic, Arabian Nights-like spell. 


‘On the Back Roads and Bayous 
But that's another story, that saga of New 
Orleans and its adventurous annals of pirates, 
smugglers, duels, quadroon balls, steamboat 
races, and gentlemen gamblers." What I came 
to write is the modern story of sprawling, 


changing Louisiana Itself, a State that has seen. 
pioneer barter built up into a sea-horne com- 


merce that now covers the earth. 

Slow and easygoing these friendly people 
seem—at first. A sign on the Western. Union 
door at Leesville said, “Gone to coffee, Back 
in 30 minutes.” All over the State everybody 
knocks off for mid-morning coffee. At the 
merest hint they'll drop their tools and go 
lishing. But don't Jet that easy gnit fool you.

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bass get so hungry around here,” says fisher- 
woman Ceola Curran, “that they've been 
Known to jump out of the water and snap 
at o blackbird teetering on a lily plant!" 

We drove south from Shreveport through 
Mansfield and Many, then east to Kisatchie 
National Forest. We saw men planting young 
trees, and cameraman Roberts took a picture 
of a fire fighter in action (Plate XT), 

From here south to Kurthwood, on the road 
to Leesville, lie infinite leagues of empty land 
dotted with old stumps. Yet, despite ruthless 
cutting, shiploads of lumber still leave the 
State, to mect shiploacs of foreign mahogany 
coming in—all a part of the net that holds 
oUr overseas trade together. Wood in all its 
forms helps the march of civilization, 

Today 32 percent of the State js still forest 
area; 720 industries depend on trees for 
raw products. Originally there was an esti- 
mated 197 billion feet of standing timber, 
equal to,one 12-by-1-inch board more than 37 
million miles Jang! 

Pioneers found more than 100 kinds of 
hardwood growing here. Soon after the Civil 
War, Baltimore and Philadelphia sent here 
for schooner loads of pine. Sawmills by the 
hundreds rose as railways spread. Southern 
pine built towns all over America and domi- 
nated the lumber markets of the world. 

“Yet,” declares Assistant Forester J. H. 
Kitchens, Jr, “our woodlands today are net 
worked at potential capacity. We have about 
1,508,000 barren acres that need replanting. 
Fire is hurtful and so are bad cutting.practices, 

“But we see timber as our one replaceable 
natural resource. With the help of aerial fire 
patrols, radio-controlled fire crews, and all our 
replanting, we now grow more trees than we 
cut” 

Ruts Reeall “Battle of Louisiana” 

Through stump-strewn hills on the road to 
Leesville you cross a network of ruts, deep 
and lasting as those ald Santa Fe Trail ruts 
across the plains of Kansas. These were worn 
by tanks and cannon when some 350,000 
troops maneuvered here In World War 1. 

“When the Army built Camp Polk here at 
Leesville,” said one farmer, “we sure learned 
alot about other kinds of Americans, Yankee 
soldiers married our gals: they shot all my 
frogs and they killed my goldfish when they 
washed their soapy socks in my pond, But L 
guess that's war.” 

Now Leesville is hack to normal, with some 
4,500 population, talking politics, listening to 
courthouse comedy, or going hunting. 

“T brushed off a goose yesterday,” said ex- 
sheriff Tom Bullock. 
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For decoys some hunters use old news- 
papers, twisted in the shape of a long-necked 
goose and dropped an the grass. 

With Mr, Bullock I rode west to the Sabine 
River, the Texas border. This is the poorest 
part of the State I saw. You wonder how it 
lives. 

“When my futher rn steamboats on the 
Subine,” said one ald lady, “lots of people 
lived around here, cutting lumber, and trade 
was good. IT used to wring two chickens® 
necks at once, holding a chicken in each hand. 
Now there ain't a chicken on the place. It's 
hawks, T guess, and foxes. 

“Wild foxes seemed to be all mad this year. 
They: bit horses and cattle. In broad daylight 
fox ran into one woman's backyard and tried 
to bite her as she was hanging out her washing. 
‘We're scared to go outdoors without s club.” 

Armadillos Dig Up Flower Gardens: 

Land gets better, houses newer and bigger, 
as you near De Ridder on the road south to 
Lake Charles. In this warm, lush land of sun 
and rain, flowers grow as in a hothquse— 
when armadillo: don't dig at theit roots! 

“These clumay creatures really have us 
garden fans hanging on the ropes," sald an 
azalea lover. “Lately they're swarming aver 
from Texas, Some say they swim the Sabine; 
others claim they lope over the britlges. 

“Anyway, they're devastating our country- 
side. Digging for earthworms and crickets, 
they rect up lawns and wreck flower gardens 
worse than pigs. It's hard to shoot ‘em, since 
they raid only at night. To make it worse, 
the nasty things always haye quadruplets.” 

Before railroads came, Lake Charles was a 
rough-and-lumble town of slavers and smug- 
glers; then of shouting, shooting cowboys 
driving longhorns in from Texas. swimming 
maybe 2,000 a day across the Calcasien on 
their way to meat-hungry New Orleans. Saw- 
milly later made this a huge lumberyard. 

Marion, it was first called. Pioneers didn't 
like that first site. so they loaded their low 
jail and courthouse on oxcarts and moved the 
town to where the city now stands, beside 
beautiful Lake Charles and the Calcasieu 
River (page 727). 

To fly over this tree-shaded, flower-strewn 
city is like looking down on Eden, with the 
Hanging Gardens of Babylon set about pala- 
tial homes on Shell Beach Drive, where one 
private garden alone grows 17,000 azaleas 
and seas of camellins, 

In place of Nebuchadnezzar’s putace anc 
the Tower of Babel rise enormous plants that 
make butadiene, caustic, ammonia, chlorine, 
and soda ash.

Roaring so loud that, on still nights you hear 
it miles away is the great $80,600,000 Cities 
Service refinery, whose “cat” crackers blow 60 
tons of catalyst powder 4 minute into gas ofl 
fo make high-octane fuel, What a noise! 
Only a lion big enough to scratch his back on 
the Empire State Building could give such 
a growl. 


Down to the Gulf Go Laden Ships 


Sourhward stretchys busy Caleasieu River 
and Pass Deep Water Channel, reaching the 
Gulf 35 miles away. Riding down the Chan- 
nel, we saw tankers. guing to sea with ail 
products from Lake Charles. 

‘There was a lumber ship loaded with 
Louisiana longleaf timbers for the Nether- 
lands, one with Minneapolis flour for Brazil, 
one with Louisitna and Texas rice jor Puerto 
Rico, and yet another with Californian and 
Arkansas rice for Manils—a ship that had 
brought in crnde rubber, hemp, and copra, 

Cameron town stands near the Gulf end of 
the Channel, in a vast coastal plain of cow 
ranches broken by muskrat swamps, It's so 
peaceful that its jail has been used as a corn- 
crib! 

One coun hunter baited his trap with a dead 
bird ond canght 4 buzzard that had been 
banded years befare on Avery Estland, 

We talked with a water-front grocer whose 
tiny store is packed to the ceiling with canned 
goorls, 

“7 sell maybe $100,000 worth a year to the 
fishing boats,” be said. “Though they're 
knee-deep in shrimp, oysters, and fresh fish, 
these sailors dote on canned salmon!” 

Twilizht fell as we turned back upstream, 
“Look quick, there in the water!” exclaimed 
my companion, “It’s an alligator with 
horns!" 

In the dusk, it did look a bit sea-serpenty, 
hut i) was only a cow, swiniming with her 
back under and only her face and horns 
showing. 


Our South Raises More Rice than the 
Whole United States Ents 

That night 1 dined at the home of Capt. 
Harry G, Chalkley, Jr, USN, retired, who 
runs pumps that would sock the Calcasicw 
dry fin were not for the tremendous volume 
of water in this slow, clear river—pumps that 
pull 100,000 gallons of water from the stream 
per minute and throw it on 40,000 acres of 
land. 

Rice here is sown and fertilized from air- 
Panes (page 707), 

“Since 1647, when Governor Berkeley 
started it in Virginia, our rice culture has had 
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a vivid history,’ says Homer L. Brinkley, 
general manager of the American Rice 
Growers Cooperative Association. 

“South Carolina in its early days supported 
what was perhaps our first agrarian asristoc- 
racy. Civil War, hurricanes, and competition 
from other regions wiped that out, Now 
ours is the leading tice State: we algo help 
feed a hungry world, Shiploads go to Thily, 
Puerta Rico, even the Philippines (a rice 
growing country). Louisiana rice is-one of 
Cuba's largest food imports.” 

Here in southwest Louisiana we saw the 
most cattle, though the State still imports. 
40 percent of its meat products. 

Stock miising ence got a setback {rom tick 
fever. To banish ticks, Louisiana built a 
fence olong much of the ‘Texas hotder and 
passed a low. that suid dip everything with 
hair on its hack. ‘They couldn't catch all the 
wil horses to dip them, 30 they shot a lot 

Many men argued thot ticks may serve 3 
useful end or they wouldn't have been 
created! A few State officints trying to en- 
force the dipping law were shot by farmers. 


Free of Tick Fever, Herds Multiply 


By 1956 the State got free of tick fevers 
since then herds have doubled. Herefords 
Bean but there's also friendly rivalry 
between Aberdeen-Angus and Brahman bull 
enthusiasts, 

“These humpback Brahmans: were first 
brought here by an Englishman who came to 
study sugar planting,” sald J. M. McLetnore, 
who operates a big Brahman breeding ranch 
near Alexandria and whose U1-year-ald son 
handles the ranch pay roll, 

“They're ideal fever-resisting cattle. Their 
sweat glands give off an oily secretion repel- 
lent to ticks.” 

We drove our motorcar slowly into a herd 
of deharned Brahman heifers, With the 
curiosity of antelope they crowded about us, 
thrusting their funny faces almost against the 
window glass. Big ears, like a doe’s, set far 
down. beside their cheeks, give them a clown- 
ish look. 

Forage crops here includé Dallls, Bermuda, 
Duteh white clover, lespedeza, etc. But, to 
fatten cattle for market, feed must be ira 
ported, and carloads of animals are shipped 
north for final fattening in Midwest. corn- 
feeding lots, 

Use of dried sweet potatoes as stock feed 
promises to change the whole hovine business. 

For this all the South applauds Dr. Julian 
C. Miller, Head of Horticultural Research 
at Lowisiana: State University. Though he 
is noted for his breeding Tegerdemain with 
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We photographed one sad-eyed jackass

“|All the afr with a steady stream of south- 
bound onimals," said Oscar R. Whilden, 
Louisiana livestock exporter, “TL also ship 
thousands of work mules by steamer to Cuba, 
Jamaica, Puerto Rico, Trinidad, and South 
America. 

“T's quicker, and mortality insurance costs 
less, to fly valuable race and saddle horses, 
pedigreed cattle, sheep, and poultry. T build 
pens and stalls on the plane’s floor... No, T 
serve no meals aloft, and need no hostess!”

shipped (Plate VEIT). Jefferson Island, in this 
group, was owned by Joe Jefferson, American 
actor who played “Rip Van Winkle.” 

Spanish moss, picked frora trees and cured, 
is osed in mattresses and in upholstering furni- 
ture and motorcar seats (page 706). 

“When Andrew J, Higgins 
stumps from swamps on the Industrial Canal, 
tear New Orleans, to build a boat factory. 
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spectatars suw alligators blown high into the 
air,” said Clarke Salmon, Sr., former editor of 
the /tem, 

Alligator skins, 25,000 to $3,000 a year, are 
shipped ffom this State. Some gators are shot 
at night with aid of flashlights: some are 
eaught with meat-baited lines. More dating 
hunters cateh them with their bare hands! 

Negroes sometimes eat alligator tails, Near 
Buras T talked with a woman who said her 
menfnlks bait alligntor hooks with young 
cranes and herons, 

We long depended on China for tung 
made from tung tree nuts, It’s wsed by paint 
and warnish makers. Groves of these precious 
trees now grow from Texas to Florida, espe- 
cially in Mississippi and Louisiana. Today 
some 5,000 growers pick 47,300 tons of nuts 
a -vear, ylelding close to 20,000,000 pounds of 
oll worth many millions. 

Mountains of freight are loaded of waloaded 
the vear round at this State's deep-water 
ports—-New Orleans, Baton Rouwe, and 
‘Lake Charles. 

Alcoa, Delta, Grace, Lykes, United Fruit, 
Waterman, and dozens of other lines help 
handle overseas trade, On miles of docks at 
New Orleans and Lake Charles you see ened- 
Jess export items, from live mules tu seconed- 
hand Mardi Gras floats, the latter for South 
American fiesta use, 

Goods for abroad include flour, lard, Inm- 
her, automobiles, trucks, farm implements, 
pleasure boats, oil products and oilfield mn- 
chinery, cement, drugs, surgical and surveying 
instruments, tools, builders’ hardware, shoes, 
typewriters, barbed wire, furniture, beer, 
bottles, and canned goods. 


How Ships Link Louisinna with Other States 
and the Seven Seas 


“Except New York, this is the only Ameri- 
can port that offers well-balanced two-way 
cargo,” says Theodore Brent, President of 
the Delta Line (Mississippi Shipping Com- 
pany, [nc.). 

“Growth of our imports is impressive. They 
Include raw sugar, green coffee, chicory, coova 
beans, niahogany logs, jute, sisal, chicle, 
molasses, Philippine copra and hemp, ofls, 
fats, crude cubber and latex, hides, skins, 
tapioca, rum, coconuts, and, of course, ba- 
nanas at the tate of a million stems a week.”

Already, too, New Orleans has set up a 
sthuggler-proof “free port” foreign trade zone, 
in wld Hanseatic League style. Here gonds 
from abroar! may be unloaded for reshipment 
to other foreign ports without paying Ameri- 
can customs duti¢s. 


Clearinghouse for International Trade 

To become the capital of U.$-Lotin Ameri- 
enn trade is the city's ambition. Her Tater- 
national House, first of its kind in the States, 
is a part of that plan.

The struggle between those who held the 
keys to its gates and those who sought to enter 
or re-enter its portals has never subsided,

All this wus in the back of my mind when 
T cauntered tecently along the beaches of As- 
¢alon and Iwoked at the jumble of mains reach- 
ing down to the shore of the Mediterranean 
(map, page 742). 

Pillars, bricks, and pottery of many widely 
separated periods litter the landscape. 

At the time of Christ, Ascalon was a rich 
and riotous Roman city, with Greek culture 
ie a sophisticated population of pagans and 

EWS. 

Herod the Great was born there, and it was 
the resirlence of his sister, Salome. 

He heaped gifts upon Ascalon, a= was also 
his fashion elsewhere, adorning it with fairest 
fountains, baths, temples, and harbor warks 
constructed In Greek style. 

After experiencing various disasters and 
prations, from Philistine times onward, 
Jon was listingly demolished, about seven 
nturies wge, by the great ‘Moslem warrior, 
Sultan Baybars, 

Since then, sand dunes indifferent to an- 
tiquity have drifted over columns, which stick 
out of the dunes Tike cannon rot 4 foundered 
ship. Great blocks of masonry have rolled 
down the side of the ridge on which the trwn 
was built and come to rest at the very edge 
of the sea or lie beneath the clear waters near 
the shore (page 746). 

In the classical temples of Herodian As- 
calon, even as in the earlier Philistine sanc- 
tuaries there, primitive und passionate prac- 
tices of fertility cults prevailed.

Haifa harbor, equipped with extensive arti- 
licks! breakwaters, is the largest and best along 
the entire coast of Palestine 

Because of the conspicuous lack of natural 
harbors, it is mo wonder that in the past 
Palestine failed to develop as 4 maritime 
power, that role being assumed by Phoenicia 
ta the north. 

Hoifa is a beautifully modern city, whose 
residential sections climb up to and over the 
top of Mount Carmel, 


Pipe Lines Bring Oil to Haifa 

A great pipe line brings: ofl from Traq to 
Haifa, where much of it is refined hefore being 
pumped [nto tankers for shipment to England. 
A purallel pipe line is being laid to bring much 
larger quantities of nil from the eastern deserts. 

With its pivotal importance for oil and in- 
dustry, jor commerce and imperial strategy, 
Haifa is bound ta grow mightily, unless 
political calamities retard its development. 

Haifa is a cultured and conglomerate city, 
Huge retorts of a gasoline refining plant vie 
for attention, for instance, with an exquisite 
Bahai garden, 

The cooperation of Jews and Arabs in Haifa 
is an earnest of conditions which could exist 
in all of Palestine and make unnecessary the 
partition of this tiny fragment «if a country. 

The view from Mount Carniel over the 
white limestone city and the deep-lilue waters 
of the Mediterranean. has always made me 
want to own a home there. 

While rock was being blasted for the hreak- 
waters in Halfa harbor, prehistoric caves were 
discovered on the western slope of Mount 
Carmel. 

Tn these caves were found skeletons of Pale 
Hne's earliest known humans, of a hitherto- 
unknown type, famous now as the Pulestine 
Man. He lived 50,000 or more years ago. 

Not far away, on the shore of the Medli- 
lerranean, are the massive ruing of the Cra- 
sader castle of ‘Athlit. Tt was lnuill, com- 
pleted, and destroyed during the 13th century 
after Christ, About eight miles south of Haifa. 
it stands on 4 promontory projecting into the 
sea, with wonderful beuches on three-sides, 

Among the ruins, composed of remmants of 
massive walls, huge subterranean vaults, and 
great ruined towers, a few Arab squatters live 
in squalid huts. 

Near by is a prison camp and an immi- 
grants’ reception center. A senall Jewish vil- 
lage, too, is located in this area, 

‘Less than 13 miles south of ‘Athlit lie the 
fiins of the great Roman and Crusader city 
of Csesarea, built originally by Herod the

Great in 25 8, ¢, a8 the most important port 
ol Palestine. 

Another Caesaren was built hy Herod Philip, 
a son of Herod the Great, at the Haniyas 
source of the Jordan River, This city was 
called Caesarea Philippi (Baniyas) fo distin- 
guish it from the other, which became known 
as Caesarea Maritina. 

Like the Crusaders after them, and the 
Egyptians and others before them, the Jews 
under Herod the Great and his sons fashioned 
cities ns Nature fashioned mountains. They 
were hilt ta last forever, and have Indeed 
survived for millenniums. 

The best example of what such cities looked 
like is furnished by the remains of the Roman 
city of Gerasa (Jernsh) in ‘Trans-Jordan, with 
its theaters, temples, furum, stadium, and 
trimmphal gateway. 

In this cast was Cacsares Maritima created. 
OF great beswiy, size, and importance im ts 
beginnin it was a city also of massive 
dimensions and crucial strategic value ot its 
end in the Crusader period. Tt was destroyed 
by the Moslems a. n. 1201. 

Every town that Horod the Great touched 
he transformer] into the shining sembhince of 
the Hellenistic-Roman cities he knew and 
loved outside the domain of his own dour 
country. 

(ver the great hill site of Sarnaria (Sebas- 
ive), where Omri hal built the capital of 
israel, Herod the Great, with the magic wand 
of his energy, wealth, and power, called into 
being a magnificent metropolis, 

Herod called the city Sebaste, That was 
the Greck equivalent of Augustus, the em- 
peror under whese authority he reigned at 
the time. He hod name) Caesarea in honor 
of that same Caesar Augustus, 

Holy City Beyond Compare 

Herod's passion for building resulted tn his 
changing the very aspect of Jerusalem, Under 
his hands it became a majestic Greco-Roman 
adornment to his dominion, 

His crowning achievement there was the 
constriction of the thind Temple, Architec- 
turally, It could easily have served i a sanc- 
tuary for pagan gods, The golden eagte he 
had st above its great gate served to aceen- 
tuate that similarity, 

This temple was not, however, actually com: 
pleted until a. p, 63-64, Tt was destrayed by 
the Romans six years later, whot they suc 
ceeded in putting down the fierce Jewish re- 
bellion that famed up against them. 

The temple was never rebuilt, but the mie 
sive stones of the walls of the temple area can 
still be seen, They appear in the foundations 
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of the L6th-century wall, which at present 
surrounds the Old City of Jerusalem,

Exposed to the perplexities and perils of a 
turbulent and tragic present, ft has endured 
and become strong with the experiences of 
immortal millenniums 

Still the chief seat of government in Pales- 
tine as jt already was in the days of Dnvidl 
of old, Jerusalem remaing the pivotal place 
of the Near East and the capital of the con- 
science of much of mankind, 

The grim harriers of barbed wire which 
block its paths today, the bullets and bonibs 
evoked by passion and despair, can still mit 
destroy the hopes for peace in Zion, whence 
the word of God went’ forth, 

Stand an the summit of Mount Scopus and 
see the extraordinary city below, as fair a 
sight az cam be seen on the face of the earth, 

Gr turn eastward from your point of van- 
tage and Jet your gaze sweep over the many- 
hued wastes of the Wilderness of Judah, pause 
ower the deep blue of the lowest sea, known 
as the Salt, or Dead, Sea, and come to rest 
on the ptrplish mountains of Moab, where 
Moses once stood and looked westward, never 
to ctuss over to the land of his longing. 


Avnuzing Mosaic of Old and New 


Now descend and wander through the Suq 
of the Old City, with its bedlam of sounds 
and full-bodied “smells, where donkeys and 
sometimes camels contest with you for footing 
In the twisting and aromatic alleys. 

In the modern sections of the city, tog, you 
may be bewildered by a babel of languages, 
with Hebrew, Arabic, and English prevailing: 

Bookstores, largely Jewish, display a range 
of books which pays high tribute to the cul- 
tural interests of the.papulation. 

Next to a modern hotel stands a windmill, 
Jong unused, Old olive groves still grace quiet 
corners, 

Synagegues, churches, and mosques of 
charm, ond In part-of haunting beauty, abound 
in this sanctuary of Judaism and Christianity, 
which is also one of the sacred citles of Islam. 

The Wailing Wall and the Garden of Geth- 
semane, the Mosque of Omar and the mag- 
fificent Government (Rockefeller) Archeo- 
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Ingical Museum, the gates of the Old City 
and the house-studded hilts of the New, the 
vistas of the Jordan Valley and the highlands 
of Trans-Jordan beyond—these and more are 
part of the amazing moswic which makes up 
the picture of Jerusalem. 

Tr is a city of clarity, yet of sharp contra- 
dictions. There is » tang In its atmosphere, 
evoked out of its background and its promise, 
that makes life in Jerusalem, as Indeed in all 
of Palestine, a deeply disturbing, frequently 
dangerous, and yet wholly entrancing spiritual 
and physical adventure, 

Most of the water for Jerusalem is pumped 
up ig its 2,500-foot-high mountain position 
from the coastal plain. The headwaters of the 
‘Auja River, which flows past the north end 
of ‘Tel Aviv into the Mediterranean Sed, are 
employed im part for this purpose. 

Close by the springs which create the tiver. 
some ten miles northeast of Jaffa, is a hillock 
topped now by the ruins of a castle, with the 
green of a government tree nursery in the 
fields below setting aff its time-softened gry. 
‘This is the site of Antipatris, built by Hered 
the Great in the name of his father, Antipater. 

Later Crusaders and much earlier Canann- 
ftea exploited the city’s strateyic Importance. 
Excavations have exposed pottery turned on 
a wheel and then baked in a kiln to enduring 
perfection almast 5,000 years ago. 

Just below the modern Hebrew University 
and the magnificent Hadassal-Rothsechild 
Hospital on Mount Scopus, both of which are 
open to people of wll faiths, bask Arab villages. 

Superticially, they seem unchanged by the 
political, cultural, and economic revolutions 
taking place in Palestine. Actually, they and 
their like are being influenced for good and IL 
by the impacts of Western civilization. 

Starting out from Mount Scopus, we walked 
through the the hills of Judoh for » few miles 
to the Arnb village of ‘Anata, which is probably 
the site of Biblical Anathoth, the birthplace 
of the prophet Jeremiah. 

‘Anata can be reached by a rickety bus 
today. It hasa Diesel engine for its mill naw, 
The days of grinding gram or pressing olives 
by hand are lirgely gone.

INCE its foundation as a Spanish cok+ 
nit] Gutpast San Antonio has been the 
Southwest's capital of carnival, Were 

people from the Deep South, the West, and 
Mexico have met to have fun. 

nder the flags of Spain, Mexico, Texas, 
the Union, and the Confederacy, San Antonio 
has lured adventure seekers of many lands, 

Once the rules allowed cowboys to drive 
“well-behaved” ponies up to the bar of the 
Buckhorn, Saloon. Now the Buckhorn is a 
curio shop (page 815), anc the other bars are 
beer parlors or package stores, but curnival 
continwes: 

Each year in April the city celebrates the 

week-long Fiesta de San Jacinto, commemo- 
rating the battle in which Texas won her fnede- 
pendence (Plates VI and VI1). 
Nothing but his city’s flash floods seems to 
surprise the San Antonian, For tolerance and 
urhanity he vields nothing to New Yorkers ot 
San. Franciscans. 

He may be a retired general, an oi] baron, 
one of the cuttle gentry, a descendant of Span- 
ish hidalges, a German brewer, or an obscure 
Joe Troaks. No matter: on balmy evenings 
he is out in shirt sleeves promenading Hous- 
ton, Commerce, or St, Marv’s Street, or Alamo 
Plaza, Everybody I ever knew in San An- 
tonio had a good time, 


Beautiful but Treacherous River 


To sve San Antonio to xood advantage, visit 
its river by moonlight. Here is the Venice of 
the Texas plains. Staircases from downlown 
bridges lead toa canyon 20 feet below street 
level. Soldiers on grassy slopes and rustic 
henches woo iheit girls beneath the misty, 
fairyland glow of floodlights concealed in 
Other couples go riding on a con- 

flat-bottomed pleasure twats, 
Gondoller-propelled like Venetian canalhoats, 
these parade helow busy bridges (page 827). 

To know San Auntonlo, know the river that 
cradled the Tt provides no electric 
power: no tall ships sail into docks, Barely 
VW feet wide and two feet deep, it fs crooked 
und treacherous. Whether lt brings flawed or 
visitors, the city loves its river 
Twiee within memory the 5: 

t has caught a sleeping city 
major disaster such as that of September, 
1921, wos partly prevented in the flood of 
September, 1946, by Olmos Dam, a barricade

built in the intervening years, and by a cutoit 
channel by-passing the business area's “hig 
bend.” 

‘The river bubbles up frem springs an the 
outskirts of the city and Its waters flow 150 
miles to the Gulf. 

Coiling through the city, the stream takes 15 
miles to travel seven, In the business district 
it smokes around a three-quarter-mile loop 
only three blocks short of being a complete 
square. The downtown visitor confronts its 
banks wherever he goes. Indians who noted 
its digay course called the river “Drunken Old 
Man Going Home at Night.” 


Tall Trees Beside Skyscrapers 


Having left San Antonio in 1925, T remem- 
bered the river as a sluggish, slimy green ditch: 
Upon my return recently found it trans- 
formed by the beautification project of 1939, 

‘The river's face lifters dredged out rusting 
wagon wheels, cannon balls, and pistols. Then 
they shored up the banks with concrete 
walls and Inid out flower beds and flagstone 
walks. 

Today every vista shows a pleasing curve; 
shady walks weave among old trees. Gnarled 
figs, weeping willows, and palms shade a park 
amile and a quarter long, Tall cypresses and 
pecans, soaring from sunken gardens, atch the 
river. Retama, o spiny desert shrub, explodes 
in yellow blooms, 

Twent down ty the river one starlit morning 
when tockingbirds saluted the dawn. Beyond 
the landsenped portion a footpath Jed me 
into a jungle lining residential areas. Carrizo, 
a bamboollke gruss, grew ten feet high. 
Mossy water growths waved sea-green beards. 

Occasionally a mansion spread a clipped 
lawn to the bank. Elsewhere the jungle maine 
tained an enclave within the city. Only 
factory whistles and the rumble of board 
bridges broke the wilderness spell.

San Antonio grew up along its river: beside 
it the Spanish paclres funded five missions, 

Vanaguana, the Indian village that preceded 
San Antonio, was already old on May 1, 1718; 
when Father Antonio de San Buenaventuro

Valero on the site of the present Alamo. Four 
days later a Spanish military expedition 
founded the neighboring Villa de Bejar. From

Missions Relics of Colonial Spain 
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With few exceptions, they ane now restored. 

My guide to the missions was Josephina 
Niggll, Mexico-born, San Amtonio-reared su- 
ther of Afexican Villaye. 

We sturted our tour al San José Richest, 
most influential, and best fortified, it was the 
“Queen of the Missions.” Tt was founded in 
|, two years after San Antonio was horn, 

San José's walls contain Its soldiers’ and In- 
dians’ ¢ells. In the chureh hang three fading. 
printings, reputed gifts from the King of 
Spain. Tts exterior is celebrated for. its so- 
called Rose Window, a masterpiece of seulp- 
ture copied by hundreds of artists, Pedro 
Huizar, whose ancestors helped create the 
Alhambra at Granada, did the carving. 

For five years he gave his skill to this small 
space. Legends surround his name: their es- 
sence is that, disappointed in romance, he 
lavished all his love on the exquisite window, 

So successful was San José that in 1731 it 
attracted three neighbors—Spanish missia 
Hering cust Texas in fear of French eneroach- 
ment. Two survive as living missions; 

‘One is Espact, Here Miss Nigali and | 
found 45 families dwelling in the simplicity of 
their ancestors 200 years ago, Their children 
attend school in a barrack of the ltl fort 
Bullet scars on a tower are pointed ut as sims 
of a forgotten Indian raid: Tn the mission 
chapel the church still conducts masses, Primi- 
tive statues are hand-carved from wood; glass 
eves and flexible joints lend realism (Plate VW). 

San Juan Capistrano, left alrmst as it was 
when the padres abandoned it, offers an au- 
thentic picture nf the mission plan in 1731. 

Colls in walls temain as Indians and snidiers 
left them, sive for time's distepair In one 
cell we saw vegetables growing out of a dirt 
floor. Our intrusion disturbed wasps nesting 
on w Mourning doves seemed to cry over 
the desolation. San Juan, too, is surrouniled 
bv descendants of its original settlers, 
Mission Concepcion, closest tu midtown, is 
Test preserved of the four: yet we found its 
frescoes, executed hy the monks with Tndints’ 
pulverized stone dl) fading (Mute TV). 


The Sluny ‘That Become a Museum 

From Espada, outermost mission, a seins 
of dry irrigation ditches hac been traced to aw 
old dam site on the river-near a weneralle sec- 
thon of niidtewn San Antonio. This commu- 
pity is till known by its Spanish mame—La 
Villita (Little Town). Tt is a good example 
of how a chy can transform an eyesore inte 
an asset (Plate VIN), 

Spain founded Lite Tews around 1722 to 
house her soldiers and Indian wards. Tn turn, 
Germans, Poles, and Frenchmen oovupitd it. 
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Finally the fine adobe huildings became shims. 

Little Town was a booth: joint, An ole 
well revealed a deep shelf for biting bottles 
Other wells yielded arrowheads, ox jawbones, 
and six-inch Spanish keys, 1 saw these tein 
kets in La Villiia’s tinsetim, A: gamescor 
fee bore a rusted spur, “He died with his 
spurs on,” suid a placard. 

Today the old houses have been restored as 
they were two centuries ago (page 826), 
One Is occupied by the manager, Hamilton 
Mauruder, and his wife. Said she: 

“We never lived in so comfortable a house, 
You have no idea bow a thick adobe wall can 
moderate the weather. ‘This honse is 15 de- 
grees conler in summer and 20 degrees warmer 
in winter.” 

A’ few steps away, the municipal outdoor 
theater spans the river, On one bunk is the 
stage: on the other rise grassy tiers, seating 
neatly a thousand (page 824). 

Once, 1 was told, when everyone stoud for 
the “Star-Spangled Banter,” two soldiers ap- 
proached ina canoe. They, too, stond up and, 
tevtering precariously, drifted between orches- 
tra and avdiesee, Evervone but the musicians 
held bis breath, 


Army Days and Army Ways 

Soldiers! During wartime San Antanio ap- 
peared a uniformed city, On Saturday nights 
civilians could scarcely look into downtown 
restaurants, there were sy many soldiers. On 
an averige day the city’s eleven military in- 
stallations contained 100,000 troops. As their 
families settled) down beside them, San An- 
totio’s prewar poptilatinn, 254,000, rate an 
estimated 100,000, 

Soldiers were not a ing phenomenon, 
Since the day in 1718 when Don Martin de 
Alarcon marched the first Spanish garrison 
Into Vanaguana (page St3), the city has 
woquired a taste far military pay rolls. 

Here Robert E. Lee, commander of the 
Department of Texas, striggled with bis con- 
science whether be should fight in the Civil 
War or “resign and go te planting corn,” 
Obliged tw leave without his belongings, he 
never recovered theny, 

Tn 1876 the city offered 40 acres to the War 
Department for_an Army base, The result 
wis Fort Sam Houston, named for the first 
elected Presinlent of the Texas Republic, 
man who strove to overt the State's secession, 

Fort Sam, now grown to 3,333 acres, is as 
much a part of the city as it is of the Army. 
New Braunfels Avenue, a main thoroughfare, 
intersects the post, There Geronimo and bis 
Apache band were confined in September, 
1886 (Plate TX). 
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‘Training for the Spanish-American War, the 
Roughriders camped at the fir grounds. 
Their second in command, Theodore Roose 
velt, paraphrasing the San Jacinto battle ery, 
told them: “When we get at the Spaniards, 1 
want your watchword to be, “Remember the 
Mune," 

Tn 1916 John J. Pershing left San Antonio 
for Mextoo ty lend his expedition against Villa, 
Coming back aS commander of the Southern 
Department, fe was soon called to command 
the AEF in France, 

Tt would be difficult to name om Tearing 
American general of World War 11 whose pre 
fessional career had no San Antonio back 
around. Duugls MacArthur, son of a major 
at Fort Sam, attended a military academy 
here. Young Second Lt, Dwight Eisenhiwer 
coached another academy football team. 
From Japanese prison camps Gen. Jonathan 
Wainwright game back to be commander of 
the Fourth Army at its San Antonio hend- 
quarters, titi] his retirement last August 31,

Kelly Wield, that war's 
famous flying school, was opened in April, 
1917, ‘Within eight months it swarmed with 
32,000 men, Kelly had the first schools for 
air observers, air mivigavors, and bombardiers. 

Carl Spaatz, Ira Raker, Jimmy Doolittle, 
and other future aic generals got their training 
there: In 1945, Kelly and Duncan Fields 
merged te become the San Antonio Air Depot, 
the Army's largest airerait-repair base. Dam- 
aged planes limped in from all corners of the 
world. 

Randolph Field, opened in 1930, became the 
“West Point of the Air,” but dur 
it was turned into a B-29 base. 
out of town, Randolph is a little city im itself. 
From the air it presents a striking view, its 
streets radiuting from a hub and intersecting 
circular concentric drives. 

When he retires, your old soldier, general or 
sergeant, eves San Antonio with favor, ‘There 
he can live beside those who talk his language. 

Many travel-weary Army wives will con- 
fess feeling homesick for the city of thelr birth, 
So many San Antonia girls have married into 
the service that the city has become known 
as the “mother-in-law of the Army." 
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Tf the military flavor lingers, so does the 
aut of cowboy days, Traffic rolls over streets 
that twist along old mustang and cattle trails. 
San Antonio visibly remains a cowmen’s town, 
Tt is their marketing headquarters, Their 
wives shop in its department stores, their chil- 
dren atten ils many weademies and colleges 
(page $31). 


Cowboy Boots Tread Hotel Carpets 


You will find cattlemen from the Gulf coast, 
the western plains, the border, even Mexico. 
Others live in suburban mansions while fore- 
Men manage their enormous ranches, 

Tf sou wish to see these men, drajy into the 
lobby of the Gunter Hotel, Many will be 
reclining im easy chairs, They may be in 
the most unpretentious woolen or khaki 
trousers. Whichever kind, the cuffs hang 
down over elegant cowboy boots. 

T spoke to a man who, [ judged from, his 
boots, must be the king af cattlemen. 

“No, son,” he said. “I'm a farmer, They 
kid me for wearing boots. But for real com- 
fort I can’t find their equal. Men who Inugh 
at women’s high heels don't know what they're 
missing. Now, I have fat feet, and they hurt 
in low-quarter shoes. A boot, with its rein 
forced instep, rests me, Somehow the high 
heels make me stind straighter. T can dance 
better in cowboy boots. But they‘re no good 
for Tong hikes. After a few miles they Tt kill 
you. 

Last spring 1 met a San Antonio artist 
wearing cowboy boots. 

“T do outdoor painting,” he explained, “and 
T'mm afraid of ratuesnakes.” 

Consult the San Antonia telephone diree- 
tory; it liste half a dozen bootmakers (Plate 
XM1). LT talked to one who had been fitting 
cattlemen for years, He keeps thelr exact 
measurements on wooden blocks. For a new 
pair they send him a postcard. He told me 
about boots; 

“A steel spring built intw the arch distributes 
the stirrup’s pressure across the entire fout. 
High heels grip the stirrup and sustain the 
spurs. They slope forward so as to dig into 
the ground when a dismounted rider wrestles a 

calf. Also, high heels prevent the toes 
irom curling wp like Turkish slippers.” 
“Unsainted Anthony” Has Reformed 

Boots are a common sight on Sam Antonio 
businessmen; even high-school boys wear 
them. 

But you riever see a revolver worn openty; 
Texas catilemen no longer “catch cold” with- 
put one, 

‘There was a day when six-shooters, known 
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recently for as little as a dime, Chile con 
carne, tamales, enchifedax, tacos, and tor= 
Ullas are favorites, as indeed they ure all over 
town (Plate XV). 

Following a recipe centuries old, Mexican 
women roll paneake-shaped white-corm cakes 
by hand, 1 sew tortillas cooked on machines 
imported from Mexico Ci Like a lanndry’s 
white starched collars, they emerged curling 
from a series of steaming hot rollers, 

Mexican dishes are not the only surprises 
on San Antonin menus. On Sundays grilled 
Tattlesnake meat is served to visitors at the 
Reptile Garden in Brackenridge Park. Epl- 
Cures enthuse over broad-breasted turkey. Do 
you relish cabrita or chevon? (age 842.) 
Try a praline; every candy store is stocked 
with these pecan-and-sugar candies, 

Before the war San Antonio's cherished 
‘T-bone steak, fried to the consistency of shoe 
leuther, was u 43-cent restaurant item, Juicy 
pit-barbecued beef, rich with smoky favor, 
sold last spring for 60 cents a heaping plate. 

“De you think that’s toa much?” a waitress 
asked me. 


Peeans Shade the City and Give It Work 

Looking into the origin of these dishes, T 
Jearned some stivprising details about San An- 
tonie and its countryside, 

Pecan trees cover a large part of the city. 
As 1 surveyed them from a lofty building, 
they obscured dwellings. ‘They provide shade, 
beauty, and a bountiful nut crop each fall, 
On a hot summer fay no sound is sweeter 
than their rustling leaves heralding evening's 
breeze from the Gulf of Mexico, At dusk 
fireilies dance through their branches, 

No doubt the pecan yield is Texas'e oldest, 
Geological formations are garnished with fossil 
nuts, Early explorers were amazed by the 
big growths. 

Pecans grow anywhere on the Texas plains 
except where hard strath turn back taproots, 
Larger groves follow river bottoms, where 
floods spread the seeds. “Many a bottom-land 
holder has paid his taxes by selling the pecans 
that cost him so little labor. 

‘Texas produces about one-fourth to one-half 
of the Nation's erop, and San Antonio boasts 
{hat it shells and markets a large percentage 
of the Southwest's crap. 

The industry was Inunched in 1882 by a 
candy manufacturer who shipped fifty barrels 
to the East on speculation, Friendly Indians 
gathered the tuts, 

For years shelling was done by hand. M+ 
chines revolutionized the industry and im- 
proved the pay scale. 

Visiting the Southern Pecan Shelling Com- 
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pany, | watched its mechanical sheler crack 
two shells in a twinkling without breaking the 
meats, 

Two thousand of these machines, housed in 
a loft, require the attention of twenty men. 
Each month they open a million pounds of 
mut meat. Automatic machinery discards 
most of the shell. Women, working over a 
moving belt, pick out the remainder, 

The factory owner toll me that nothing 
was wasted, Candyvmakers use the fine meat 
crumbs, Ground inte a powder, the inner 
shell was used in wartime to stretch out the 
cinnamon supply. 

Though eastern buyers pay premium prices 
for paper-shell pecans, the wild mut is the 
basis of the industry. Some improved varie- 
ties have been budded on to hardy, native root 
stock. An old tree may bear five or six kinds. 


Man Tailors Turkey for White Meat 


My next “discovery” was the broad-breasted 
This man-tailored bird, developed in 
England around 1900, yields 40 percent more 
breast meat than the native turkey. He fs 
‘hred for the table, not the open range. His 
short legs are ineffective for roaming and his 
meaty wings can scarcely rise. 

Housewives complained that the bird was 
too big for refrigerators. ‘To atcommexiate 
them, wholesalers split the turkey into hnlves 
and even quartet 

The San Antonio-Austin-Cuero triangle, one 
of the Nation's largest turkey producers, con- 
centrates on the new turkey. About hulf its 
flocks carry some broad-breasted blood, 

To see purebloods, f visited Luling Foun- 
dation, a demonstration farm some 35 miles 
from San Antonio. Walter Cardwell, the man- 
awer, sald: 

“Breeding, crossing, and selection started 
with the old bronze turkey. We got our stock 
from the State of Washington. We believe we 
have improved the breed, 

“You might compare the turkey's history to 
that of beef cattle. Both the longhorn and the 
wild native turkey were adapted to life on the 
Tange. They knew how to hunt cover and pro- 
tect themselves against maranding animals. 
However, they were not the best breeds for 
eating. Today the longhorn exists only in 
woos. Before long the common tyrkey may 
join him there.” 

Ah! Turkey Smoked Like a Ham 

Consumers clamor for smoked turkey, on 
which they may nibble for weeks, 

This area concentrates on hatching-egg 
production, Its turkeys may live outdones the 
year round; hens lay during the winter. 
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“Thite we have an advantage over nerthern 
breeders," suid Mr, Cardwell. ‘0 produce 
flocks im time for the Thanksgiving rush, the 
North orders eggs from ué in December.” 

To supplement sules, the Foundation buys 
cegs from breeders under its supervision, At 
the time of my wisit it paid 27 cents an ege. 
An owner of $6 hens sold 44 eggs per hen and 
made a srisonal profit of $7.24 4 hen. Aman 
fising Myhts to stimulate laying made $831 
a hen. 

Tn a feeding Wit, T saw what selective breed- 
ing had done to the pugnacions, roving gob- 
bler, Several hundred poults represented 
man’s idea Of what a made-to-order turkey 
shold be. 

‘These pampered birds were bom under con- 
trolled tempernture. Their brooder house was 
cleaned daily. ‘They got vitamins and min- 
erale, Before long they would be vaccinated 
and wormed, 

Now 11 weeks old, they had been put on a 
praging lwt, Too lazy to walk, they had left 
the far end untouched, though it was green 
with tender oats, To tempt them afield, an 
etendam moved their mash trowgh periodi- 
cally. 

Gentle ducting between poults showed that 
most of the fierce old gobbler's fighting spirit 
had been bred out. Notwithstanding, certain 
instincts remained. ‘When a hawk swooped 
down, the poults mn for their shetl, 


‘Canvas Saddles Worn by the Hens 


Tn the laying pens, where hens are cooped 
with toms, each layer has her own trap nest. 
Asone entered her nest, I saw a door fall auto- 
wautically, locking ber in. Later an attendant 
released her, stamped the fresh exe with her 
numberand the date, Thusa tecord was kept 
on cach shell. 

‘On her wing the hen wore a metal clip show- 
ing her pedigres, Across ber back a heavy 
white canvas was stretched like a saddle, 1 
was astonished hy this wearing apparel, The 
attendant explained: 

“We call them turkey saddles. Some of the 
joms are pretty tough. Canvas protects the 
hen against injury. Without it, there isa 30- 
percent rejection of slaughtered hens after the 
laying season. Dealers do not like to offer a 
bruised and corrugated turkey,” 

Turkey saddles? What will they have next 
—rose-colored glasses for chickens? I men- 
tioned these saildles to a San Antonio chicken 
fancier, ‘This was his boast: 

“t have semething that will beat that.” 

With that, he produced a pair of tiny red 
glasses. These, he told me, were designed by 
a novelty company for aristocratic but eunni- 
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balistic chickens, Capriciously, they peck at 
weaker birds’ red-rimmed ey To break this 
habit, a few poultrymen pierce the beak and. 
insert a tight plug. tn it they anchor a tose- 
piece for plaswes. Red lenses confuse the can- 
nibil; everything looks rose-colored (page 
B43). 


Cattle Ranch Shapes a Now Breed 


Ten miles from San Antonio, within easy 
sight of its skyscrapers, lies the 3,500-acre 
Essar Ranch. Essar raises no cattle for 
slutighter; its yearly siles go to. breeders. 
‘Here an experiment is fashioning a new Amer- 
fean breed of cattle adapted to hot weather 
and high humidity. 

Essar stands for Scientific Research, a name 
whith expresses the aspirations af ‘Tom Slick. 
Jr., the genetics enthusiast whe owns the 
ranch. During his absence T toured Essar 
with Arthur MuArthur, the nuimiger, 

Veralleling » United States Department of 
Agriculture experiment at Jeanerette, Louisi- 
ami, Essar is developing a cross between the 
Aberdeen-Angus, heavy meat producer from 
edal Scotland, and the Brahman, humphacked, 
heat-tolerant-cow from tropic India 

A Brahman cow resists to a large degree the 
Gulf coast’s enervating heat, fever ticks, and 
ities, She fights the brush like no other except 
the Afrikander. A hardy traveler, she urots 
a mile or mene to water. However, a large 
Porcentage of waste development goes into her 
hump and dewlap, the latter a mass of loose 
skin beneath the neck, Ears are long and 
drooping: horns differ widely. 

Angus, perfection type of beef cattle, pro- 
duces finely marbled fesh, The comparatively 
short head is polled (homless), the body low 
and compact, and the coat unifurmly black 

However, the Angus, like other British 
breeds, is pot acclimated to hot weather. With- 
wut beat tolerance, an important factor in fer 
tility, the tropic herd tends to die out. 


A Cowman's Problem in Fractions 


“What we want,” said Mr. McArthur, “is 
it full we can sell te the Gulf coast to improve 
its crossbred Brahmans.

All maps in the United State’ series are 
drawn to the same seale—1:2.500,000, or 
30.46 miles to the inch—with ane excep 
tion: The Northeastern United States map, 
becumst of the area's dense population and 
consequent Increase in number of place names, 
Was scaled at 1:1,750,000, or 27.6 miles to 
the inch, 

Like its predecessors, the South Central 
ed States map shows a wealth of accurate, 
up-to-date detail, inciting roads, railways, 
and waterways, Ils scale, design, clarity, and 
cartographic completeness make It useful both 
as a genetal steooraphic reference source anid 
for planning trips through this vast and di- 
versified region, The map is drawn on the 
Albers Conical Equal-Area jirojection, and dis- 
tances may be measured upon it with litt 
appreciable seale variation, 

The names of the four States shown com- 
plete on this map are used to form a striking 
border design. 


Names Eloquent of Early Settlers 


The 5,683 place names on the map reflect 
the latest official population figures—and 
many also attest to the character and homer 
ose who first settled here. 
settlers of these four States were evi- 
dently proud of their womenfolk. For ex- 
ample, Arkansas place names include u Jennie, 
an Elaine, anc o Daisy 

Oklahoma honors Mazie and Corinne. Toou- 
isiana, which Ihousts old French names such as 
New Orleans, Baton Rouge, and Lake Pont- 
churtrain, also lists Eunice, Ida, Lillie, and 
Bernice, Texas has her Nancy, Mand, Me 
ry and Alice, just south of which is Ben 
Bolt. 

‘Other Interests of the early settlers are re 
fected in such place names as Bowlegs, Biz- 


foot, Hlue Eye, Smackover, Dime Box, Mule- 
shoe, Lariat, Osakay, Snowball, Evening

The new map highlights many points of 
historic, recreational, and scenic interest.

Millions of Cathe Roam Open Spaces 


Reaching across the great central plains 
from the Mississippi River to the Rocky 
Mountains, the South Central States form 
one of America’s biggest grazing grounds, 
Within the four States are 14,000,000 cattle, 
more than one for every man, woman, and 
child in the area, Figures for other livestock 
also are impressive:

State of Nebraska. 

Thousands of acres priduce citrus fruits, 
pecans, and tung mute. 

Crystal City, Texas, in the heart of a truck- 
growing region, honors Popeye, patron of

‘Two-thirds of the nation’s petroleum—forty 
percent of the world's output—eomes from 
pools beneath the surface of the South Central 
States, All four States also are heavy pro- 
ducers of natural gas, accounting for two- 
thirds of the nation's output, 

Louisiana was admitted to the Union on 
April 30, 1812. Seven years later its present 
boundaries had been definitely established. 
By that time its principal city, New Orleans, 
was a century ald; the origi ina} 4,000 Acudians 
who came to southern Louisiana from Nova 
Scotia between 1760 ane 1790 had! increased 
in numbers and were known as *Cajuris’s 
Gen. Andrew Jackson had become the hero 
of the Battle of New Orleans; and the pirate 
Lafitte and his band had settled down to 
fishing and trapping in the swamplands below 
New Orleans,” 


New Orleans Booms as Port 


‘The first steamboat to navigate the Missis- 
sippi reached New Orleans in 1812, and the 
city soon began to boom as a shipping point 
for the Mississippi Valley. By 1840 New 
‘Orleans was the fourth largest city in the 
United States, and its second, port. 

Planters emignited to Louisiana's outlying 
parishes and laid the foundation for the State’s 
vast cotton and sugar production of the future, 
Successors to early fur wrappers built up that 
business-until today Louisiana is the nation's 
top fir-producing State. 

Oklahoma, once part of the Territory of 
Missouri, and later part of the Territory o 
Arkansas, became a Territory in its own right 
in 1890, Adjacent to it-on the west lay 
Indian ‘Territory, ‘These “Twin Territories” 
became the State of Oklahoma in 1907. 

Today oif production overshadows other 
industries in the State, although agriculture 
is extremely important, Within Oklahoma's 
borders lie granite, marble, limestone, sand- 
stone, brick clay, asphalt, gloss sand, tripoli, 
volcanic ash, and gravel, 

In Oklahoma's Wildlife Refuge in the Wich- 
ita Mountains, travelers may see one of the 
Just buffalo herds on its native pround. Here 
also is a small herd of historic Texas long- 
horns, the tough old cattle which contritmted 
so much to the opening of ‘Texas and the 
great plains. 

‘The Ozarks of Missouri, and Arkansas, too, 
are living museums of folk lore and present- 
day recreation areas. 

Arkansas, also once part of Missouri Terri- 
tory, became a separate Territory in 1819 and 
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by 1836 hod achieved statehood. During the 
panic of 1837, thousands of farmers crosser| 
the Mississippi and poured into the State, 
almost doubling its population to 97,574 by 
1840, 

As early as 1800 cotton was introduced into 
Arkansas. Today the State maintains its place 
us one of the leading cotton producers and 
usually rinks second or third in the mation. 
Proctiction of cottonseed oil also has risen to 
huge proportions. 

The only independent nation to become a 
part of the United States is Texas, which in 
1836 freed itself from Mexican rule and in 
1846 was admitted to the Union. On the 
tecomd of thase eventful, historic years appear 
the names of the brave defenders of the 
Mamo and the heroes of the Battle of San 
Jacinto.+ 

‘Texas is as big as all New England, Now 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, and 
Ilinois, Its town of Dalhart, in the northwest 
coracr of the State, is closer to the capitals 
of New Mexico, Oklahoma, Kansas, Colorade, 
Nebraska, and Wyoming, than it is to Austin. 

The Lone Star State stretches 800 miles 
from the somitropical Rin Grande to its 
northern border. Tts gteutest width is about 
750 miles, The Rilo Grande forms the 
shee boundary with Mexico for about 500 
miles. 

Texas enjoys widely diversified interests: 
Cattle. wheat, com, fruit and vegetables, oil 
timber, manufacturing, and shipping all con- 
tribute heavily to its wealth, [ts famous King 
Ranch covers as much ground as the State af 
Rhode Island. Here, by crossing natlyve short- 
horns with Brahman cattle from India, the 
ranch has developed the Santa Gertrudis 
strain, America’s first distinct breed_ 

Randolph Field, Texas, is the “West Point 
of the Air.” Like all flying fields on the 
new map, it is murked with a small square 
syntbol, 

The new map continues the route of the 
Intracoastal Waterway as shown on the Map 
of Southeastern United States, carrying it 
from New Orleans to the mouth of the Rio 
Grande at Brownsville 

Ships traversing the Sahine-Neches Canal, 
a part of the Waterway, appear to be cruising 
the streets of Port Arthur, the nation's biggest 
oil-shipping center. Here big pumps can load 
@ 150,000-barrel tanker in one day, 

A dredged ship canal, 50 miles long, con 
verts Houston, an inland city, into a seaport.

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THE RESPONSIBILITY OF 
MANAGEMENT 
IN THE BELL SYSTEM 


Ty usen 10 ne that the ‘owners of practically 
every business were themselves the managers of 
the business. Today, os far at large husinesset 
are concemed, a profound change has taken 
place. In the Bell System, forinstance, employee 
numagement, up from the ranks, and not owner 
management, is responsible for running the 
business. 

This management has been trilned for its 
job ih the American ideul ol respect for the 
individual and equal oppartinity for ech to 
develop his talents to the fullest. A little thought 
sell bring out the important significance of 
thexe facts. 

Management is, of course, vitally interested. 
in the success of the enterprise it manages, for 
HE it doesn't succeed, it will lose its job. 

So far ay the Bell System is emetrned, the suc~ 
cess of the enterprise depends upon the ability 
of management tu act us 9 trustee for the inter: 
est uf all coecrned: the taillims of telephone 
un, the hundeeds of thousinds of employees, 
and the bundreds of thousands of stockholders, 
Management necessarily mist do the best it 
can to reconcile the interests of these groups. 

OF course, management i not infallible; but, 
with its intimate Knowledge of all the factors, 
management i in a better pewition than any 
body ele to consider intelligently and act equi- 
tably for each of these growps—and in the Bell 
System there is covery incentive for it to wish 
ta do so, 

Cerrainly in the Boll System there is no teason 
either to underpay labor af overcharge custom. 
ers te increase the “private profits of private 
employers," for its profits are limited by regu: 
Tition. In fact, there is no reason whotever for 


management to exploit OF to faver any one oF 
the three great groups as against the others and 
to do su would be pluin stupid on the part of 
Mhatiagement. 
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Tier sdsisaés eannoe succeed in the ling rin 
withour well-paid employees with good working 
conditions, without iis seturns to investors 
who have put their savings in the enterprise, 
and without reasonable prices to the customers 
who buy its services. On the whole thes con 
ditions have been well-met aver the years in the 
Bell System, 

Admittedly, this has nor been and is not an 
easy problem ta solve fairly for all concerned, 
However, cullective bargaining with labor neitns 
thar labor's paint of view is forcitly presented. 
What the investor must have is determined 
aus definitely by what is required tm price 

needed additional cspital, which can only 
be obtained in competition with other industries, 

And in car regulated business, management 
has the responsibility—together with regulatory 
mithorities—to see to it that the rates to the 
public are such a5 to assure the money, credit 
and plant thar will give the best passible tele 
phone service at all times. 

More and better telephone service at 3 cst 
as low as fair treatment of employees and a 
Teasonable retarn to stockholders will permit is 
the aim and the responsibility: of management in 
the Dell System,
